The mass trials of Luiz Carlos 
Prestes and thousands of political 
prisoners, which have been held 
since the end of 1936, reached 
their climax in the sentence of 
Luiz Carlos Prestes, president of 
the National Liberation Alliance, 
to 16 years of imprisonment, 


Dr. Pedro Ernestos, an out- 
Standing Brazilian patriot, the 
Mayor of Rio de Janeiro, and An- 
tonio Bonfim, the general secre- 
tary of the Communist Party of 
Brazil, were also sentenced by the 
special fascist court. Their 
“crimes” were that they devoted 
their lives to the cause of democ- 
racy and liberty; that they val- 
iantly struggled to save their 
fatherland from imperialist op- 
pression and fascist degradation. 

But not only outstanding Bra- 
zilian leaders were condemned by 
the. Special Courts, Arthur Ewert, 
former Communist deputy in the 
Reichstag and a refugee from the 
Hitler regime, and Rodolpho 
Ghioldi, founder and general sec- 
retary of the Communist Party of 
Argentine, were sentenced to 
terms of 13 and 4 years, respec- 
tively.

On the plus side are the enactment of 
the Doyle-Neustein bill setting up a State 
Labor Relations Board to protect the right 
of collective bargaining in interstate indus- 
try; passage of the state minimum wage law 
for women and children in industry; passage 
of the Murray prior lien bill, enabling the 
city to remodel old law tenements and-assess 
the cost as a first claim against the build- 
ing; enactment of the bill appropriating 
$400,000 to combat pneumonia; repeal of the 
price-fixing features of the Milk Control Law 
and passage of the McElroy bill setting up 
collective bargaining machinery for dairy 
farmers; restoration of salary cuts to New 
York City employes. 

Foremost..on the minus side were the 
defeat of ratification of the Child Labor 
Amendment, and passage of the infamous 
Berg election bills designed to hamstring the 
American Labor Party and all other inde- 
pendent political movements. 

The legislators who voted against the 
Child Labor Amendment and for the Berg 

bills should not be permitted to live that 
record down. Fortunately Governor Leh- 
man, as a result of a vigorous protest cam- 
paign by progressive organizations, vetoed 
the Berg bills.

But 
that is only to indicate that the circuses must be more 
lavish because the historical role of British monarchy 
as a facade to capitalism is undergoing its most critical 
moment. 

It would be enough to worry the stage managers of 
the coronation if they had to deal only with the world 


political situation, the war against democracy in 


Spain, the Pascist threat of a world war, the advanced 
struggle for the liberation of Ireland, the rising revo- 
lutionary murmurs of 300,000,000 Indian peasants and 
workers, and the signs of a great strike wave in the 
British Isles. 

However, to top it off, the regal actors prove to be 
prima donnas when the empire shudders at the slight- 
est. tantrum, Royalty cannot choose its human wares 
but must accept them in a “natural” order. The divine 
origin of Kings is a risky game when the incumbent 
proves to be plastered with the commonest human 
clay. The “show,” therefore, has to be more solemn, 
more splendorous in order to make up for the fact 
that the chief star is missing and that an uncom- 
fortable substitute sits in his place. In other words, 
the coronation of a new British king to impress the 
increasingly rebellious subjects with the indestructibil- 
ity of British imperialism has to compete with another

of those imprisoned has ‘increased at least 
100 a month. And in April the jump was 


152, a new high. 
As a result, prisons are overcrowded. 
Sing Sing, equipped for 2,300 convicts, now

in 1932 and now has 1,547.
